Section I—General Conditions 

I. (i) Where the value of allocation exceeds the rupee 
equivalent of DM 1 million (the rupee equivalent being 
determined at the exchange rate notified by the Department 
of Revenue I Customs) under Scc'ion 15 of the Customs 
Act, 1962), the prior concurrence of the West German 
authorities (Kredltanstalt fur Wiederaufbau (KfW) to tnc 
allocation is obligatory, and this would be obtained by the 
Department of Economic Affairs on the basis of the project 
data to be supplied by the Indian importer in the form at 
Annexure-I. TJLL SUCH CONCURRENCE FROM THE 
WEST GERMAN AUTHOR] 1IES IS COMMUNICATED TO 
THE LICENSING AUTHORITIES CCI&E) BY THE 
DEPARTMENT OF ECONOMIC AFFAIRS, NO IMPORT 


1. (vii) FIRM ORDERS (meaning thereby Purchase Order 
by the Indian Licensee on the foreign supplier supported by 
older confirmation from ihe Litter or purchase contract duly 
signed by both the Indiaii Importer and the foreign supplier) 
must bo finalised WITHIN A PERIOD OF 4 MONTHS
